Tho King could grant a 
patebt of precedence, but that would 
have no effect in the House of Lords, 
where precedence is governed by sta- 
tute. . 

The constitutional position of the 
sovereign accounts for one—and to 
many of us groaning under the budget 
a most important—difference. The 
sovereign pays no'rates or taxes. The 
reason for this is that theoretically 
ail taxes are levied in the King's 
name for the purpose of carrying on 
the Government, and that, as in fact 
4: would-have ‘bees defore the days of 
the civil list,’to tax the income ‘of the 
King for the purpose of defraying. the 
King’s expenditure was simply toking 
money from one of his pockets to put 
it into another. 

So stringently is this theory adher- 
el to, that the exemption from -taxa- 
tion extends no further than the per- 
son of the sovereign, and all other 
members of the royal family are sub- 
ject to the same, taxation as the rest 
of us, The matter was tested by the 
late Prince Consort

Halifax, April. 18—The captain of 
the Parisian, which arrived yesterday, 
declined to make any comment on the 
joss of the Titanic other than to aay 
the liner could ‘not have been struck 
head-on; but sideways, inflicting much 
more ‘terrible damage than the mere 
smashing in of the forward bulkheads, 

It is a remarkable thing that the 
only men on the Parisian who knew 
of the accident to the Titanic were 
the captain and ‘the Marconi opera- 
tor.

Daniel A, Dugan, Jr,, son of Dis- 
trict Court Judge Dugan, of Orange, 
N.J., who was convicted Jast-week on 
acharge of manslaughter shaving 
causnl the death of Leo. F. McDer- 
Mott in an automobile accident at 
Day and Main Streets, Orange, on 
Christmas day, was sentenced in New: 
ark by Judge Martin to serve not less 
than ten years in the State prison. 
The atntence is the heariest ever im- 
posed in New Jersey for, an- auto 
Killing. , 
Dugan's counsel, Louis Hood, ob- 
tained a writ of error from Trenton 
jate in the affernoun and the. youth 


‘Was releneed in $10,000 bail, <The 
writ ia returnable May 8. 
Dugan, James Clarke, aud Jonis 


Nolte took a ride to Newark in Du- 
gen's machine on tho day of the aczi- 
dent. Tey had something to drink 
and ‘started home... The motor car 
was said to be speeding at the rate of 
4° miles an hour. Just before the car 
reached Duy Street it knocked down 
Mas Sylvia Tichenor, 19 ‘years-old, 
and painfully. injured her. The car 
sped on and struck McDermott as he 
Was crossing’ at Day and Main Streets 
He died within an hour at the Or 
ange Memorial Hospital. 

For the injury to Miss Tichenor 
young Dugan is still under indictment 
on a charge of atrocious assault and 
batters. He ix also under another 
indictment with Clarke and Nolte for 
apsaulting Ovidio “Blanchi, « deputy 
sheriff, who tried fo arrest Dugan af- 
ler McDermott. wax struck, 

Jn pronouncing sentence on Dugan, 
Judy Martin said: ”
